He then plays it back and 
corrects his errors of pronuncia- 
tion, intonation and grammar. 


Laboratories 


But laboratories have not 
worked out as well as anticipated. 
The teacher, who had the class- 
room work as well, could not give 
adequate time to either. 


In every community there are 
skills which schools may call 
upon. A lay assistant, who knew 
the language intimately, was en- 
gaged to supervise the Concord 
laboratory. She was able to give 
individual assistance. It was pos- 
sible—te divide up the work so 
that the students could give equal 
time to classroom and lab work. 


The teacher, once frustrated by 
inability to give enough time to 
either aspect of instruction, and 
the assistant have demonstrated 
the considerable benefits of a 
language lab when so used as to 
make . possible the obvious ad- 
vantages it offers. 


Similarly, the teachers, of Con- | 


cord and Harvard believe real 
progress has been made in Eng- | 
lish. There is increasing demand | 
today for better written expres- 
sion in English. Concord learned 
that a simple, but necessary, 
method increases this skills Al- 
most no English teachers today 
can assign enough themes and 
other forms of written work. Yet, 
only by writing can pupils ac- 
quire facility. The task of correct- 
ing papers is overwhelming. The 
result is that most pupils are not 
well trained. The English teacher 
simply’ cannot do the _ physical 
work produced by written assign- 
ments. 


Contract Correcting 


Concord English teachers were 
supplied, experimentally, with 
what came to be called ‘‘con- 
tract correcting.’’ The contract 
corrector is described by the re- 


port as ‘usually a housewife in 
the community, with a strong 
background of formal study in 
English. She functions as_ the 
regular teacher's assistant in/ 
composition work, usually on a 
part-time basis. After being 


trained in the teacher's methods, 
the contract cor- | 
rector gets thoroughly acquainted | 
with the students, takes over the. 


and purposes, 


reading of much of their written 


work, and confers with them 
about problems.” 
The experiment demonstrated | 


pupils were able to make rapid 
progress. 


In mathematics lay specialists 
were obtained from the industrial 
resources in and near Concord. 
These spoke to pupils about ap- 
plication of mathematics in pro- 
fessional experience. At the ad- 
ministrator level those  special- 
ists advised about a more ef- 
fective and realistic curriculum. 
Self-teaching worksheets were one 
of the developments. 


These are but the highlights 
of an experiment in educational 
cooperation which, though still in 
orogress, has produced results 
available to any school board 
which is interested in new ideas.

I 
politely but firmly accepted the Soviet 
challenge in the power struggle now go- 
ing on in Cuba, Laos and elsewhere. 
Concerning. Cuba, the President made 
it perfectly clear: “In the event of any 
military intervention by outside force, we 
will immediately honor our obligations 
under the inter-American system to pro- 
tect this hemisphere against external ag- 
gression,” he declared. 

As for the rest of the world threatened 
by Soviet subversion and aggression and 
of the boast of the inevitable triumph of 
communism, Mr. Kennedy said: “What 
your government believes is its own busi- 
ness; what it does in the world is the 
world’s business .... The great revolution 
in the history of men, past, present and 
future, is the revolution of those deter- 
mined to be free.” 

The rebellion against Castro appar- 
ently has collapsed because of insufficient 
preparation and in face of superior force. 
The United States will suffer another 
tragic prestige loss. We will still have an 
intolerable Communist outpost—a strong- 
er one—within a few miles of our coast 
and in the strategic Caribbean.

Dr. Rufus C. Harris, president of Mer- 
cer University, made a potent speech re- 
cently at a joint meeting of Macon Ki- 
wanis and Lions clubs. What he said 
should jolt some of the complacent from 
their slumber. 

While recognizing the great progress 
that has been made in the South, Dr. 
Harris pointed out that much of it was 
not brought about by Southerners. 

In order to meet the responsibilities of 
the 1960s, the educator said, Southerners 
must “make ourselves ready for it with 
our new industry, our own corporations, 
our own new Capital, our good planning, 
our fair taxation, our well-supported 
schools and colleges.”’ 


That does not mean there should be a 
slackening of efforts to attract industrial 
expansion here from the North, East or 
West. But it does mean the South has a 
job to do on its own in developing its po- 
tentialities. 


The South is the New Frontier for eco- 
nomic development. We must awaken 
more fully to the. opportunities at hand 
and make the most of them. 


Well taken, too, is Dr. Harris’ admo- 
nition about wasting money on third-rate 
schools and his warning against any 
group or organization that would “play 
the fool” with our collegesaand schools. 
Without good educational facilities, all 
other gains would vanish.

And I haven’t forgotten how he stood up before the last Repub- 
lican National Convention in Chicago and made the most literate 
speech heard at that unhappy function. 

To the grousing delegates who wanted him and not Nixon or 
Rockefeller, the beaten Goldwater said, ‘‘Let’s grow up, conserva- 


tives.”’ 


And he went on to tell them the best hope of conservatives 


was to stick with a party and try fairly to influence it their way 
later, not to pick up their campaign contributions and go home. 


The man is persuasive in argument. He has character. He is a 
brigadier general who flies jets.

Khrushchev Puts 
W orld in Danger 


WASHINGTON. — The danger now in US.- 
Soviet relations is that Premier Khrushchev will 
overplay his hand. He is being immensely bold. 


He is stalling in Laos while the Communists reinforce their gains. 
He is threatening to give Fidel Castro ‘‘all necessary assistance in 


beating back the armed attack on Cuba.”’ 


And he_is placing in 


jeopardy the whole movement toward world arms control. by in- 
sisting on an “‘inspection’’ system which President nennedy and the 
U.S. Senate cannot possibly accept. : 


The threat to give ‘‘all neces- 
sary assistance’ to Cuba is prob- 
ably less ominous than it sounds. 
No doubt he will divert consider- 
able economic and some military 
resources to Cuba to maintain its 
nuisance value — which is enor- 
mous. But direct military inter- 
vention or even enough military 
supplies to make Cuba a military 
threat is another matter. 


If he does not know this now 
he should be made aware of it. 
President Kennedy is not in a bel- 
ligerent mood but he will not per- 
mit the creation of a major Com- 
munist military base in Cuba. 
There is a limit to his promise 
not to use the armed forces of 
the United States in Cuba. 


A clear distinction is being 
made here between Laos and 
Cuba. Though brave words have 
been spoken in Washington about 
stopping aggression in Laos, offi- 
cials here are well aware of the 
build-up of military strength in 
Communist China close to the 
Laotian border. Accordingly, no- 
body here is in a very heroic 
mood about planning a military 
intervention in that country, but 
Cuba is a totally different situa- 
tion. 

In Cuba, geography favors the 


United States just as it favors 
the Communists in Laos. In Cuba, 
air and sea power are on our 
side, not Khrushchev’s. The hope 
here is that the Soviet premier 
will draw the correct conclusions 
from these facts. 

President Kennedy has ‘We en 
making a genuine effort to reach 
an accommodation with Khru- 
shchev, especially. on the major 
question of controlling nuclear 
testing and other military arms, 
but this primary question is now 
being overwhelmed by secondary 
questions and both capitals are 
being plunged once more into the 
tiresome dialog of the cold war. 

It is not only that the crises 
are deepening in Laos and in 
Cuba but the harsh demands of 
the Russians in the nuclear test- 
ing talks are now reaching a 
point where the disarmament ad- 
viser to the President, John J. 
McCloy, is about ready to rec- 
ommend breaking off the talks 
unless an agreement on ‘“‘inspec- 
tion’’ ean be reached. 

Probably only the direct per- 
sonal intervention of Kennedy and 
Khrushchev can now arrest the 
present drift into hopeless situa- 
tions where the dangers of mis- 
calculation are great.

counter-guerrilla warfare. 

Trim, disciplined men, many of 
whom speak foreign languages, 
they are trained in the dirty

Their as- 
signment would be to drop be- 
hind an enemy’s lines in small 
teams, help organize, aid and sup- 
port local partisans drawn from 
populations friendly to us but oc- 
cupied or governed by hostile re- 
gimes. But their mission is con- 
fined to formal war and not in- 
formal interventions, as in Cuba. 

Their much-decorated com- 
mander, Col. Michael Paulick, 
emphasizes that while such op- 
erations would seek to fight and 
sabotage behind an enemy's lines, 
they have nothing to do with es- 
pionage. Officers and men would 
always wear the U.S. uniform.

Our 
revolution was to a large degree 
a partisan wag, Furthermore, the 
varied sources of our population 
provide us a particular advan- 
tage. There are millions of 
Americans whose parents, or who 
themselves, were born abroad 
and who speak foreign tongues. 

Brushfire guerrilla war is a 
dangerous political weapon. But 
it is a vital arm in time of active 
conflict. And until there are more 
and larger units like the Tenth 
Special Forces Group we wil] 
continue to lag in a most impor- 
tant branch of defense.

was directed principally to the world’s peo- 
ple. It took Kennedy just 10 hours to fire 
back his respense to Khrushchev's threat. We 
feel that the latent power and restrained pas- 
sion present in the Kennedy message excelled 
Khrushchew’s presentation and exposed its 
weakness to the world. Here is what the two 
men said, in what may be the beginning of a 
massive debate between two tough politicians 
for the sympathy of mankind: 


Mr. President, | address this message to you 
at an hour of anxiety fraught with danger to world 
peace. An armed aggression has begun against 
Cuba.

America. The 
planes which 
bomb Cuban 
cities belong to 
the United 
States of 
America, the 
bombs they 
drop have been 
made availabie 
by the Ameri- 
can govern 
ment. 

Here in the 
Soviet Union all this arouses a natural feeling of 
indignation on the part of the Soviet government 
and Soviet people. 

Once recently we exchanged views through our 
representatives. We spoke about the common 
desire of both sides. to make joint efforts to im- 
prove relations between our countries and avert 
the danger of war. 

Your statement of a few days ago to the 
effect that the United States would not take part 
in military operations against Cuba produced the 
impression that the top echelons of the United 
States are aware of the consequences of aggres- 
sion against Cuba to world peace and to the 
United States itself.

Army’s top civilian and uniformed 
chiefs gave a qualified yes when 
asked Wednesday if funds re- 
quested by President Kennedy 
will enable the Army to fulfill its 
worldwide obligations. 


Both Secretary of the Army El- 
vis J. Stahr Jr. and Gen. George 
H. Decker, Army chief of staff, 
sidestepped a direct reply to 
whether the Army is prepared to 
use combat forces in Cuba, if or- 
dered to do so. 


Stahr said the proposed 5,000- 
man increase in Army strength— 
to raise the total to 870,000~— 
would be adequate for existing 
situations unless trouble breaks 
out at several points simultane- 
ously. 


Decker said Army forces are 
adequate to meet obligations any- 
where in the world, depending on 
the size and strength of the en- 
emy. 


The two testified at a Senate Ap- 
propriations subcommittee hear- 
ing on Kennedy's request to boost 
by $243 million former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower's proposed 
Army spending.

Naming 


‘Poetry offers no possibility of 
making money,” he said, ‘‘but | 
then poets don’t write for money 
The poet is like someone who 
starts drinking and can’t quit. 
SHOULD BE ILLEGAL? 


“Probably poetry should be il- 
legal,”’ he quipped. ‘‘Then poets 
could go about their business with- 
out being bothered by poetry so- 
cieties. It’s been my experience 
that poetry societies are really 
anti-poetry. So many of them 
want what's pretty. The artist is 
after what's real; beauty is nev- 
er pretty, nor ugly either.”’ 


Poet Ciardi quickly dismissed 


the poetry of the beatniks. ‘‘Aside 
from Allen Ginsberg ‘author 
Howl") there are no beat poets.’’

But he

poets are not being ‘‘deliberately 
obscure,”’ he said. 


“It’s all right for a poem to be 
difficult,”” he added, pointing to 
Dante's ‘Divine Comedy,” which 
he believes is the greatest single 
poem ever written.

Though the technique is more 
frequently used at no trump, re- 
taining control of various suits 
may be employed with equal ef- 
fect where there is a declared 
trump. An illustration is provided 
in today’s hand. 


The final contract of six spades 
is quite sound and against any 
normal break of the cards should 
‘be a virtual “‘laydown.”” There are 
‘numerous ways-te bid the hand 
and North must exercise a certain 
amount of caution. While the void 
of diamonds Is a very attractive 
feature of the hand, nevertheless 
there is danger that the assets 
might be a duplication of values 
if partner happens to have some 
high cards in that suit. A jump 
raise to three spades is therefore 
not indicated. 


It is an ideal hand with which 
to make a cue bid in diamonds 
at some appropriate stage of the 
proceedings, if the opponents are 
kind enough to overcall in that 
‘suit. Then if partner happens to 
have some high cards in dia- 
‘monds he will realize that they 
have no special merit. 


West elected to open the nine 
of hearts. Dummy played the 
seven, East the three, and South 
the ten. It all seemed too easy 
until East refused to follow to the 
trump lead. Declarer did not dare 
to establish a club trick, since 
East might get in with the ace 
and give his partner a heart ruff. 
South set about ruffing the griev- 
ous error of cashing the ace of 
diamonds first. After ruffing two 
diamonds he drew the trumps and 
found himself in a hopeless posi- 
tion since, when he led a club to 
establish @ trick in that suit, the 
defense could cash a diamond 
trick. 

Fulfilling this contract should 
have been the essence of sim- 
plicity. South should have retained 
control of the diamond suit. The 
act should not be cashed but the 
ten and three ruffed in dummy 
and then the trumps drawn. Now 
the opposition can safely be given 
their club trick and no return by 
them will be embarrassing.

Millers enrich practically all 
the flour sold in grocery stores. 

Scientists learned how to syn- 
thesize vitamins in the labora- 
tory and how to apply these 
processes to mass production. 
They found the way to prevent 
vitamin deficiency diseases such 
as beriberi — caused hy lack 
of thiamine, and pellagra — 
caused by too little niacin and 
complete protein in the daily 
diet. 


These same nutrients, plus ri- 
boflavin and the mineral iron, do 
more than prevent vitamin de- 
ficiency diseases. 


Thiamine aids normal appe- 
tite and digestion, keeps the 
nervous system healthy and 
helps change substances in food 
into energy for work and heat. 
Riboflavin helps the cells use 
oxygen, helps keep vision clear 
and maintains healthy mouth 
tissues. 


Niacin helps keep the body 
tissues healthy and helps con- 
vert food into energy, while iron 
combines with protein to make 
hemoglobin, the red substance 
in the blood that carries oxy- 
gen to the cells. 


READ LABELS 


To be sure that the flour and 
bread you buy are enriched, 
read the labels. The Food and 
Drug Administration, U.S. De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare, has established re- 
quirements for food labels on 
all products entering interstate 
commerce. 


Enrichment has definitely 
played a part in the good health 
of the American people. For 
this reason, it’s recognized as 
one of the great developments 
in public health nutrition. The 
others are the addition of iodine
